The fall semester sched- 
ule of courses, now be- 
ing developed by the fac- 
ulty and the administra- 
tion, will not have classes 
scheduled for Tuesday and 
Thursday from 11:30 a.m. 
- 12:45 p.m., similar to 
the current spring sched- 
ule, said Interim Dean for 
Academic Affairs Edem G. 
Tetteh. 



Dr. Tetteh is planning to 
put together a council in 
Academic Affairs to study, 
during the fall, the effec- 
tiveness of the Tuesday 
and Thursday break. 

Tetteh said that the cur- 
rent break from classes is 
being well used. “I person- 
ally try to schedule meet- 
ings during the break and 
people are always busy 
with other meetings at that 
time.” 

Tetteh is planning to ask 
Social Justice Liaison Mol- 


lie Ravenscroft to design a 
survey to see if the break is 
at the most effective time 
for students and faculty. 

An informal survey in 
the last edition of Pasqui- 
no found that most stu- 
dents opposed the break. 
Students responded that 
they wanted back-to-back 
classes during each school 
day, so they could get to 
their other responsibilities 
like work, kids, and home- 
work. Others were con- 
cerned with the impact of 
the break on their ability 
to fulfill the requirements 
of their degree. 

In addition to schedul- 
ing classes for fall, Tetteh 
has been working on new 
academic programs for the 


college, despite state fund- 
ing cutbacks. 

Tetteh is exploring two- 
plus-two programs, mean- 
ing a student enrolls for 
two years at PSC then 
transfers for two years of 
study at a bachelor's de- 
gree institution. 

He said that he would 
like to see more retention 
of students who start their 
college experience with 
PSC. 

Tetteh says that he is 
working on new degree 
programs for the college: 
engineering technology, 
agriculture technology, 
CIS technology, hospitality 
and culinary, nursing, and 
a flex degree.

Dispersed throughout 
the bookcase are pictures 
of the civil rights move- 
ment. 

The books will continue 
to be on display for the re- 
mainder of February but 
can be checked out at any 
time for up to two weeks. 

The display was designed 
by work-study students 
Hassan Forrester, who se- 
lected the featured books, 
and Felicia Goodwin, who 
found and typed the fea- 
tured quotations. Librari- 
an Virginia Kline chose the 
signs and pictures. 

“We try to keep the dis- 
plays fresh and change 
them often, and we love 
getting students involved,” 
said Kline. 

“This year especially, 
many of our work-study 
students have been in 
charge of a particular dis- 
play and theyVe put a lot 
of effort into making the 
displays interesting.

Summer trip to Togo planned

A faculty-led summer 
abroad program to Togo 
(West Africa) is being 
planned for this summer. 
The course examines tech- 
nological developments 
and assess some of the di- 
rections for future techno- 
logical change. 

The main purposes in- 
clude gaining a grasp of 
some of the important ways 
technology has affected so- 
ciety and main outlines of 
how computers, biotech- 
nology and nanotechnol- 
ogy work. 

Up to 10 students from 


PSC will be joining stu- 
dents from the Universite 
De Lome. 

They will visit the House 
of Slaves (Masion des Es- 
claves) and its Door of No 
Return. Also they plan to 
visit Ghana and Benin. 

The course will last three 
weeks and be worth six 
credit hours. Participants 
will leave on May 29 and 
return on June 19. The 
cost will be $3,150 per stu- 
dent. All expenses are paid, 
except for travel visas and 
any needed vaccinations.

Change was brought 
about, said Simpson, “due 
to some users flushing pa- 
per towels down the toi- 
lets and causing drains to 
clog.” 

Nurse Cherise Southerly 
at student health services 
says she can see a pro and 
a con to the new dyers. 

“I believe electric hand 
dryers can be effective 
if hands are properly 
washed,” said Southerly 

Southerly believes prop- 
er hand washing should 


be taught and re-enforced 
in public schools. She says 
the larger problem is with 
improper hand washing or 
not washing at all. 

“Paper towels are better 
for the most part. Bacteria 
moves more easily through 
water,” said Southerly. 

Nick Wright, an upper 
classman at PSC, finds the 
some of the new hand dry- 
ers are a “little bit high” for 
someone who is wheelchair 
bound. 

In some cases he says, “I 
could probably use them 
as a hair dryer.” 

Wright said, “Since I 
don't have much upper 
body balance and have to 
use my wet hands to hold 
myself up. It's hard to hold 
up my hands and dry them 
and position myself by the 
dryers to use them.” 

Simpson says this is- 
sue is currently being ad- 
dressed and soon “all hand 
dryers will meet ADA regu- 
lations.” 


History of PSC mace

The Potomac State College Academic Mace is a cus- 
tom design fabricated by the Northwest Territorial 
Mint-Medallic Art Company of Dayton, Nevada. Each 
component of the mace symbolizes an aspect of the 
college's history and heritage. 

The head and staff of the mace are comprised of 
oak. Oak was chosen because of its association with 
strength, courage, and endurance. This symbolizes 
the institution's ability to rise up from the tragic 1917 
fire, which destroyed the West Virginia Preparatory 
School, and survive to become the Potomac State 
School in 1921. Potomac State has two large black 
oaks that are probably the oldest trees on campus. 
The oak in front of the Science Hall is also believed to 
be the largest on University property. 

The head of the mace is encircled by four, three- inch 
diameter gold-plated bronze medallions. The medallion 
facing forward is the official seal of Potomac State Col- 
lege of West Virginia University. To the right is the “Fly- 
ing WV,” the official logo of West Virginia University, 
representing the school's long affiliation with WVU. To 
the left is the “WVP” logo, representing the college's 
beginnings as the Keyser Preparatory Branch of West 
Virginia University. On the back is the first official seal 
of the Potomac State School, designed by a student in 
1925. 

The head and the staff of the mace are accented with 
gold-plated brass bands engraved with Rhododendron 
flowers and leaves. The Rhododendron is West Virginia's 
state flower. The flowers and leaves are of the same de- 
sign as is depicted on the 1925 Potomac State School 
seal. They symbolize more than a century of service and 
commitment to the state of West Virginia.

I recently set out to see what Potomac State students 
were thinking about the 2016 presidential election. 
While the first state primary election is still more than 
10 months away, major contenders are starting to build 
their campaigns, and I wanted to find out: Who do 
Potomac State students support for president in 2016? 

Paul Burford, a senior RBA major and a registered 
Republican, told me that his pick for 2016 would be 
Republican neurosurgeon Dr. Ben Carson. Paul was 
influenced by an interview he watched on the popular 
TV show, The 700 Club. Paul noted that his second pick 
would be former Florida governor Jeb Bush. 

Shawn Skovron, a sophomore animal science major, 
told me that he had no idea who he may vote for, and the 
only candidate he knew of was Hillary Clinton. 

Nick Wright, a senior RBA student, told me that out of 
the current flock of candidates, he has no idea who he 
may vote for. He mentioned Rand Paul as a possibility, 
but noted that he needed to do more research. He also 
talked to me about Hillary Clinton, noting that he liked 
a lot of her viewpoints, but 
is somewhat afraid that she 
will adjust some of here 
positions over the course of 
the campaign. 

Niles Ridgeway, a 
sophomore agriculture 

education major, told me 
that he was “not a Democrat 
or a Republican, but an 
American.” He said that he 
was “not voting for Bush” 
and that if the election were held tomorrow, he would 
most likely be voting for Rand Paul. 

Zachary Minshall, a senior RBA major and a registered 
Democrat, told me that if the election were held tomorrow, 
he would vote for Independent Senator Bernie Sanders, 
assuming Sanders runs as a Democrat, based on what 
he has heard. He would vote for “anyone but Bush.” 

Brielle Merkel, a freshman biology major, told me that 
she is not sure who may be running, but that she would 
be looking to vote for a female Republican who was pro- 
life and who brought fresh 
ideas to the table. 

Alexis Whitacre, a 
freshman pre-vet major 
also was not sure of any 
specific candidate, but told 
me that she was looking 
for a Republican candidate 
who would strongly defend 
agriculture laws and 
change slaughterhouse 
regulations. She also 
wanted a candidate who 
would have an interest in increasing benefits for those 
who fall under the Americans with Disabilities Act. 

Sarah Thomas, a sophomore nursing student, told me 
that she heard that Hillary Clinton and former Maryland 
governor Martin O’Malley could be running. She told me 
that out of those two, she would vote for Hillary Clinton. 

Sierra Love, a history major and a sophomore, told me 
that she has heard of Hillary Clinton, Martin O’Malley 
and Mitt Romney as possible candidates, and that given 
those options, she would most likely support Hillary 
Clinton. 

As I embarked on this week-long journey, I was pleased 
to find several knowledgeable students speaking about 
this subject. However, I was somewhat disappointed to 
come across students who seem completely disinterested 
in presidential politics. I hope in the coming months 
that students will become more active in choosing the 
leaders who can dramatically affect their lives with just 
the stroke of a pen.

The Lady Cats have nine 
sophomores on the ros- 
ter. Walton referred to his 
sophomores as “more com- 
plete players, who don’t 
just shoot, but steal and 
rebound also. Their IQ has 
improved.” 

With two games left be- 
fore the Region XX Tour- 
nament, Walton was blunt 
about team turnovers. 

“Yes we are capable of 
winning the tournament 
and turnovers are coming 
down, but our turnovers 
are too high, and it’s not 
coming from teams putting 
pressure on us, it is from 
us making bad decisions, 
and we must protect the 
ball so we have opportuni- 
ties to score.”

The top of the staff has two gold-plated brass bands, 
positioned together, engraved with the names of the 
school's founders: Colonel Thomas B. Davis and 
Judge Francis M. Reynolds. Colonel Davis donated 
the property on which the school building was con- 
structed and Judge Reynolds drafted and presented 
the legislation establishing the Keyser Preparatory 
Branch of West Virginia University in 1901. 

Just under the two brass bands engraved with the 
names of the founders are attached gold cords with 
tassels and navy blue ribbons. The tassels and ribbons 
in the school colors represent pride, spirit, and loyalty 
to our Alma Mater. 

Near the center of the staff is a large gold-plated brass 
band engraved with the first line of text on Potomac 
State's historical marker - “Potomac State College 
Chartered February 15, 1901 as the Keyser Prepara- 
tory Branch of West Virginia University." The historical 
marker is located on the campus at the comer of State 
Street and Route 220. 

Encased in a special metal lined compartment in the head 
of the mace is a plastic tube containing the following items: 

A piece of coal and coke retrieved from the former 
site of the coking ovens of the Davis Coal and Coke 
Company located near Thomas, West Virginia. 

The operation of this company not only provided jobs 
for many West Virginians, but the profits made it possi- 
ble for Colonel Davis to give many generous donations 
to the school, thus providing exceptional educational 
opportunities to the area's youth. 

A piece of original buff brick from the Preparatory 
School Building. This building, a red brick structure 
with a stone foundation and slate roof, was massive 
and impressive. Leading up to the main entrance was 
a large porch, which was enclosed except for five huge 
stone arches. Arising from the center of the porch was 
an imposing tower, designed to accommodate a bell 
and huge four- sided clock (donated by Col. Davis). 

At the time of its construction, it was considered one 
of the handsomest and most complete school buildings 
in the state. 

A donated piece of charred wood, believed to be part 
of the burned out structure of the Prep School Build- 
ing, found during the construction of the connector be- 
tween the Administration Building and Academy Hall. 
The fire, which occurred in May of 1917, totally gutted 
and destroyed the building. 

A piece of red brick from the Administration Building. 
This building, built on the efforts of Principal Joseph 
W. Stayman and his staff, Judge Francis M. Reynolds, 
and the citizens of the City of Keyser, who refused to 
allow the school to be closed because the main build- 
ing had burned down. Completed in 1919, the Ad- 
ministration Building assured everyone that the school 
would have a future. 

An acorn from the massive oak tree in front of Sci- 
ence Hall. Acorns are a symbol of luck, prosperity, and 
growth. This represents Potomac State's ability to face 
adversity through the years with strength and cour- 
age, while always providing generations of students 
with the tools to unlock their unlimited potential. 

Sitting atop the head of the mace, is a crouching 
wooden Catamount on an ornate platform. 

The Catamount (or mountain lion) has been the of- 
ficial college mascot since 1929. The cat statue was de- 
signed, hand carved and installed on the mace by local 
artisan, Dr. John R. Garton, owner of Garton Originals 
in Petersburg, West Virginia. 

He describes the carving as, “The resourceful Cata- 
mount ascends the summit of opportunity and sur- 
veys, with confidence, a future shaped by the students 
of Potomac State."
